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SUBJECT:  PRIORITIES  AND  REPRESENTATION  AT  UNGA 

1.1.  During  a meeting  on  September  19,  2007,  Andre j Dogan  at 
the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  European  Integration  - 
Department  of  the  United  Nations  told  PolOff  that  attaining  a 
seat  on  the  UNSC  will  be  Croatia's  top  priority  at  the 
upcoming  UNGA.  Dogan  provided  no  additional  priorities, 
noting  that  "99  percent"  of  Croatia's  focus  will  be  on  this 
goal . 

12.  In  early  September  2007  Dogan  provided  the  following  list 
of  members  of  Croatia's  delegation  to  UNGA.  Dogan  indicated 
that  a final  and  official  list  would  be  provided  to 
Washington  and  the  UN  Mission  in  New  York  by  the  Croatian 
mission  in  each  of  those  cities.
